THE TREND OF 
ENGLISH POLITICS 





Tue quarrels of (Conservatives 
and Liberals have long been almost 
undignified in their insignificance, 
but we seom at last to be reaching a 
period, graver and more vigorous, 
than any we have known for a 
long time past. Behind the com- 
placency of Sir Honry Campbell- 
Bannerman, and the elusive sceptic- 
ism of Mr. Balfour, lie concealed a 
growing discontent and a strong 
idealism, and it will not be long 
before the present triviality of Eng- 
lish polities is swept away by forces 
as strong, perhaps, us any which 
have divided Parliament 
fiercely hostile camps. The last 
General Election wus fought upon 
a variety of questions, and however 
truly its result’ may have reflected 
popular opinion, it did not, in an; 
way, dispose of the subject whicl 
must soon occupy the individual 
attention of the nation. The coun- 
try. will soon be face to face with a 
clear issue. Questions of detail will 
disappear Before one of _ prin- 
ciple, and comfortable gradations of 
opinion will steepen perpendicularly 
into the sharpest of antagonis 
though the Imperial and economic 
aspects of the fiscal question bristle 
with so many difficulties that it 
might long remain unfit for popular 
decision, yet its domestic signifi- 
cance is so unmistakeably plain 
that a General Election, fought 
upos this question and this alone, is 
becoming absolutely unavoidable, 
The increasing ree er of Socialism 
has all along been bringing the 
country to the alternative of a 
change in the fiscal system, or a 
protracted struggle between rich 
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and poor : so that when Mr. ( 
Lerlain started his crusade, he was! 
only hastening what had’ already 
become inevitable. 

The most general survey of 
Liberalism during the last half cen- 
tury will make this perfectly clear. 
Before the extension of the fran- 
chise, Liberalism connoted a strictly 
political attitude, and its tradition 
was traceable, step by step, through 
tho period of Whigs and Tories, to 
the Revolution. Since the exten- 
sion of the Franchise, it has, every 
‘year, been losing its original charac- 
ter. We aro watching the last 
phase in the present attack upon 
the House of Lords: und even this is 
due to the personality of a man, 
rather than the survival of an ideal : 
for the Peers defeated Mr. Glal-| 
stone's Trish policy and, conse=|1 
quently, his followers are pledged 
against’ the Peers. The strictly 
democratic work of Liberalism, 
as far ax the Constitution is con- 
cerned, has long been _ practi- 
leally completed, and for the last 
or forty years Liberals 
have become more’ and more as- 
sociated with Social Reform. 
Side by side with this transforma- 
tion has gone the gradual develop- 
ment of a Party, which makes no 
pretentions whatever to the poxes-| 
sion of a political programme, but 
is actuated only hy ire to 
remedy the unequal 
wealth. At the last election this 
Party polled nine per cent of the 
voting population, and every day 
its voice is growing more insistant. 
The reaction in favour of the! 
Moderates, at the last municipal 
elections, was due entirely to a 
sudden realisation of the Party's! 
increasing strength. Nor can it be 
for one moment supposed that a 
temporary set-back will do any- 
thing but cause a renewal of con- 
centrated effort. The Labour and 
Socialist Party is bound to gather! 









































force, simply because the contrast! 
between Labour and Capital. 
between those who have and’ 





those who have not, is daily! 
becoming more striking. What 
makes assurance doubly sure 


is the fact that. at the polls, 
Liberalism, Socialism and Laboor, * 
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all fight under the same banner. 
Liberalism, now that its political 








significance has disappeared, has 
no other banner under which to 
were is not a single 


political principle round which the 
Liberal Party could rally. ‘The old 
ty distinctions are dead and,con= 
sequently, Liberalism, as a strictly 
political foree, is dead — too. 
The result is that Liberals are pled= 
wed to social reform, and are fight- 
z side hy side with men who 
mean to carry social reform to its 
furthest limits. And this union 
leads at once to the fiscal question, 
The Liberal Party cannot carry out 
its social programme without in- 
creasing direct taxation. It has, 
a body, refused to have anything 
to do with Mr. Chamberlain's plans, 
and the refusal has been so absolute 
that we may wonder whether the 
leaders of the Party will suddenly 
realize what they have done. 
What they have done is this: they 
ave pledged themselves to. stand 
hy a system of t 
not possibly bes 
own reforms. have bound 
themselves, hand and foot, to a 
Party whose deliberate aim is to 
deflect. the wealth of the rich to the 
uses of the poor. They have signed 
a blank cheqne, and drawn it on 
the account of the middle and the 
upper classe. 
We can 
shore the next bi; 
Unless the basis is 
broadened, the middle and the 
upper classes will be faced with the 
prospect of financing reforms in 
order to benefit a class which is 
ing. to bear 
any considerable part of the ex- 
pense. Unless a system of indirect 
taxation is inaugurated, a Liberal

‘on the eve of a long and fierce war 
of classes, Fortunately, whilst the 
Likeral Party has heen ndergoing 
a process of transformation, the 
conservative Party has hen chian, 
ing too. Tnstead of being a Party 
of defence, with nothing in par- 
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ticular to do, and doing it not 
particularly well, it now possesses a 
positive programme. It has taken 
up one of the biggest problems 
which have ever demanded solution. 
If Mr. Chamberlain, anxious for: 
the unity of the Empire, and con- 
vinced of the desirability of a system 
of reciprocal tariff, foresaw also 
the domestic necessity for Tariff 
Reform, he has not only rejuvenat- 
ed the Conservative Party, but hus 
also provided a way of escape from 
the greatest danger that has ever 
threatened England. For those who 
still remain unconvinced of the 
economic safety of Tariff Reform, 
should be ready toembrace whathope 
of success it gives, when, by doing 
so, they may also provide a means of 
continuing without danger those 
social reforms the demand for which 
is steadily growing, and the achieve 
ment of which can be won, under 
our present fiseal system, only at 
the expense of the welfare of 
the State. It must, moreover, be 
clearly understood that any Govern 
ment returned to power ona Free 
Trade vote, which endeavours to 
avoid the evils which must spring 
from an increase of direct taxation, 
can only carry out its social reforms 
by falling back upon an equally fatal 
method, namely that of decreas- 
ing our present. expenditure upon 
the Army and the Navy; and that 
any opposition to the Tariff Reform 
coming from the Socialist and 
Labour Party, and based upon Free 
Trade principles, will be shown to 
be the merest sophistry, contradict 
ed already by the whole theory and 
practice of Trade Unionism.

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FLOODS AND THEIR 


REMEDY.

Or the many wonders which 
crowd upon our observation, almost! 
to its overwhelming, in this wonder-| 
ful land of China, the first and, 
perhaps, the most abiding is the 
abundance of huge streams and 
endless canals which cover the 
country from north to south with 
interminable network. To those 
who are accustomed only to the 
waterways of western Europe, the 
word river assumes a totally 
new significance ; and the least 
mechanical mind may dwell with 
pleasure upon the endless possibil- 
ities of such volumes of water for 
commerce, for the development of 
motive power and for agriculture. 








It is curious, except as it is another 
example of the contradiction of 
Chinese character and the de-) 
ficiencies of Chinese government, 
that a nation so intensely econo- 
mical in things, to European Rite 
of less than no account, should be 
so blindly wasteful of ono of its 
chief assets ; and that while one 
portion of a province has been 
Frought to tho verge of starvation 
by drought, another has been yet! 
worse .devastated by floods. The 
obvious question presents itself, 
why, in the course of ages which 
must have seen innumerable floods 
and famines, there has not been 
devised some system of storage of 
water which in times of drought, 
such as that which has all 
but ruined the harvests of north- 
western Shantung and Southern 
Chihli, could be distributed readily 
through the admirable system of 
canals to the affected districts. 
Famine is at least a fertile ground 
of revolution; and self-interest 
alone, it might be supposed, would 
have inspired Government to wrestle. 
with the problem. Yet the same 
letter, which we publish to-day, 
that records the breaking of tl 
drought in Shantung, speaks of the 
dangerous deterioration of the 
Grand Canal and its tributary 
streams, and the certain rain there-' 
by forecast for the next time of 
floods. It is not surprising that 
our correspondent should speak 
with sarcasm of Imperial edicts of 
reform. 

A frosh aspect is given, however, 
tw a question the evils of which, if 
nonewer thanthey havealways been 
are emphasized anew by the disast- 
ers of recent weeks and a death roll 
of over a thousand in the floods 
north of Peking, by the establish- 








ment of Viceroy Yuan Shib-kai 
lat Peking. That His Excellency 
is alive to the continual dangers of 
flood and famine, is evidenced by 
his recent report to the Throne on 
the overflow of the Yunting river, 
and his recommendation that pun- 
ishment should be meted out ; not 
only to the officials directly res- 
ible for the conservancy of the 

unting; but also to himself, 
in that he had not foreseen and 
prevented the catastrophe. It may 
be thought that the Throne 
could hardly have devised a better 
punishment, if such were necessary, 
than in placing the Viceroy in a 
position which makes him indirectly 
responsible for the prevention of, 
not one, but all the floods of China, 
The evils of neglect, reinforced by 
the evils of the system which pro- 
duced that neglect, are of too long 
standing to be eradicated within 
the administration of ono man. 
Abundant examples, however, of 
coping with floods and drought are 
to be found in many lands, under 
not differing ' widely 
from those of China ; Yuan Shih+ 
kai is fully alive to. the object 
lessons of countries outside his own 
and has surrounded himself with 
foreign-trained officials; there 
should be time to inaugurate, at 
least, upon solid basis this most 
practical piece of reform. ‘The 
example which most readily suge 

ts itself is that of the Assouan 
bis upon the Nile. So far back 
as 1805 a scheme was propounded 
to construct barrages across the 
head of the two branches, Rosetta 
and Damietta, into which the Nile 
divides itself a few miles north of 
Cairo, and thus force the flood 
water, the greater part of which 
passed unused into the sea, through 
the canals south of the bar: es for 
the watering of the whole of lower 
Egypt. But the reluctance of the 
Egyptians to give themselves the 
trouble of reform defeated this and 
other similar plans ; and it was not 
till the end of 1902 that the Assouan 
dam and the Assiout Barrage lower 

















down stream were finally completed 
at a total cost of £3,400,000. 
Gigantic though the work is in fact, 
the principle is extremely simple. 
The flood water being held up by the 
dam to a certain height is evenly 
distributed through divergent canals 
while the surplus is stored in re- 
servoirs. That the latter are not 
wholly sufficent for the utmost 
strain that may be put upon them 
is simply evidence that the scheme 
is as yet incomplete; but no arga-

and the intermittent nature of,

rise of the Nile. The alternative 
or, as it ought rather to be regard 
ed, subsidiary method of affores- 
tation has more to recommend 
it, except in so far as tho 
period of accomplishment 
must necessarily be slower 
than that of dam __ building; 
since the cost is relatively less, 
besides being spread over a greater 
number of years ; while the work, 
‘once properly begun and efficiently 
protected, is self-producing. More 
than sixteen years ago the foreign 
engineer of the Japanese Public 
Works department submitted a 
report on the urgency of preven- 
tive measures to check the 
denudation of mountain slopes 
and effect the reboisement of river 
sources, The evils set forth in thix 
report are precisely the same as 
have been seen in the Alps, the 
Pyrenees, the  Cevennes, in 
Auvergne, in Basilicata and Reggio 
Calabria of Southern Italy, and 
in China to-day; in fact in 


all districts where population is 
dense, and a livelihood wrung 
with difficulty from the soil. 


The temptation in these cireum- 
stances to cut down every fragment 
of wood, not only for its own use 
but in order that the ground so 
reclaimed may be converted into 
tillage, is beyond the resistance 
of those who are too poor to 
appreciate the ultimate folly of a 
penny wise pound foolish policy. 
‘The swiftness of the penalty in 
floods and landslips, and the capaci~ 
ty of Government alone to apply 

e remedy has been recognized in 
France, Germany and India; and 
even in Great Britain, where 
Government is traditionally reluct- 
ant to assist private enterprise, 
the recent investigations by the 
Local Government Board into 
the question of const abrasion 
having been temporarily aban- 
doned us udmittedly —_ heyond 
the ability of individual land- 
owners, and for the time being 
too expensive for the Ministry in 
view of other claims on the Budget. 
Considerations of expense are hard- 
ly likely to weigh lesx with the 
Government of China, which still 
refuses to embark on the much 
more attractive expense of bring- 
ing its navy up to date, in 
spite of urgent representations by 
its naval advisers. But hope for 
the future lies in that reformation 
‘of national finances which Yuan 
Shih-kai has written down among 
the most urgent of his proposed 

forms. The problem of flood 
and drought is a long one to work 
out: but the proportions of it are 
no more than a simple rule of 
three. 
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THE TRAFFIC 
PROBLEM. 


September 10. 
We published yesterday morn- 
ing a brief report of the proceedings 
in the case of a collision, due to 
careless driving between a carriage 
and a riesha containing a native, in 
which the Inter was thrown upon 
road on his head, and died 
shortly afterwards of concussion of 
the brain. Several cases of careless 
driving in crowded thorough- 
fares have been _ prosecuted 
recently by the police; and 
this in spite of the fact that 
traffic regulation in Shanghai pre- 
sents peculiar difficulties such as 
are hardly to be equalled in any 
other town in world. The 
problem of exercising equitable 
control upon vehicles of such wide 
ly differing characteristics as 
carriages drawn by horses, wag- 
gons drawn by coolies, bicycles, 
rieshas and wheelbarrows, has heen 
complicated further by the general 
introduction of motor cars, and 
multiplied tenfold by that ‘rapid 
growth of the Settlement, 
commercially, industrially and 
socially, which has been xo 
notable a feature of — recent 
years. ‘The condition of traffic is, 
Indeed, the first and most palpable 
sign to casual observation, of 
how much the requirements of the 
community are —_ outgrowing 
its limitations; and old residents, 
who have returned to Shanghai 
after a few years’ absence, cannot be 
accused justly of exaggeration when 
they describe themselves as _per- 

petually afraid to cross the roads. 
It is therefore highly satisfactory 
to learn that the new police regul-' 
ations, for the management of traffic 
and administration of the traffic 
staff, will come into force to-day. 
Tt will be remembered that, in the 
part of its recently published report 
which touched upon this subject, 
the Policy Inquiry Committee re- 
commended that Inspector Kinipple, 
who was brought out from Home 
as an expert in traffic management, 
should be freed from the distracting 
duty of inspecting ricshas, which 
can be entrusted readily to one of 
his colleagues, in order to devote 
his entire time to the subject which 
demands more special knowledge. 
This suggestion has now been 
carried out; the traffic staff, which 
is now put wholly under Inspector 
Kinipplo’s control has been suitably 
strengthened, also in pursuit of the 
Inquiry Committee’s recommend- 
ations; and a memorandum has been 
sent out to the inspectors in charge 
of all police stations for the co-ord- 
ination of the methods to be adopted 

















in each district. The whole scheme 
is an obvious improvement on the! 
system hitherto obtaining, under 
which the men employed on_ point 
duty took their © orders at 
the (entral, Louza and Hongkew 
districts. Subsidiary improvements 
will doubtless suggest themselves 
as the new methods come into 
work. It is probable, for instance, 
that the erection, at regular inter- 
vals along the principal streets, of 
refuges with ts at each end, 
such as may be found in all large 
European cities, would serve in- 
valuable purpose ; not only as being 
in themselves a hoon to pedestrians, 
but as a means of keeping the 
traffic in two independent streams. 
‘Temptation to disregard the rule of 
the road is more easily overcome 
when the object to be avoided is a 
granite post instead of a point police- 
man. In course of time some relief 
should further be afforded to our 
congested thoroughfares by the 
policy which the Municipal Couneil 
steadily follows ap of acquiring 
land, wherever occasional recon- 
structions permit, in order to push 
hack frontages for the widening 
of narrow streets. 

Such a process, however, must 
necessarily be slow; and’ it is 
doubtful whether the extra ac- 
comodation thus gained 
not have been already 
counted, if the growth of Shan, 
maintains its present rate of in- 
crease, and especially’ in view of 
the approaching installation of 
the tram service. It must  in- 
deed be remembered that, whatever 
systems and rules be inaugurated 
hy the authorities, whom there is 
certainly no ground for charging’ 
with procrastination in this matter, 
the ultimate execution of them lies 
in the hands of every member of 
the community, individually and 
collectively. In the correspondence 
which has lately appeared in these 
columns on the subject of motor 
car speed, the sounding of horns

THE WHITE PERIL.

A errer from our correspon- 
dent at Changtefu, Honan, recently

Slowly they are being exterminated. 
All the territories to the north-east, 
north, north-west, west, south-west 
and south have been appropriated 
by the white race: and becanse 
that race further tried to take pos- 

























and use of sirens, it seems to be 
assumed by the owners of high 
speed vehicles that their superior 
pace entitles them to call upon 
slower conveyances to give way 
before them. We are very far 
from wishing to accentuate those 
little dissensions which a compara- 
tively new invention, such as the 
motor car, must at first occasion 
between ‘travellers of different 
degree.

The obvious’ superiority of the 
European brain produced a sense 
of domination which ended by 
hecoming instinctive, and the whole 
relationships of white and coloured 
races underwent a corresponding 
change. Not, however, as we said 
, to the coloured races’ dis 
advantage. The sense of superiority 
carries with it its own special 
obligations. The principles of order, 
discipline, justice and education, 
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which the white races introduced 
into their new spheres of influence, 
have been gradually absorbed by 
those who were formerly subject ; 
until another change has begun to 
make itself felt in the relative 
positions of white and coloured 
races. If the white man ‘is 
admittedly to be regarded as 
a valuable machine, he must 
also be recognized as an ex- 

ive machine. He has trained 
himself in the course of centuries 
to a high standard of comfort; in 
contradistinction to the Oriental 
who has subdued himself to 
a low standard of consistent 
fragality. The inherited mechanical 
instincts of the white man tend 
inevitably to keep him in a groove ; 
while the Oriental, with no such 
inheritance to prejudice his actions, 


is correspondingly the more 
adaptable of the two. Upon 
the Pacific Coast the white 
labourer thus finds himself in 


contact with men, who, so far from 
having ever been subject to Euro- 
peans, have gained the victory over 
those with whom they have had to 
fight ; whose energy is equal to 
whose standard of life is 
limited to the barest necessities ; 
whose general intelligence and 
adaptability to new surround- 
ings appear scarcely less than, 
and in part superior to, his 
own. Race feeling is inspired, 
no more by sense of domination, 
but by instinct of self-preservation.

Some cases of cholera were 
reported in some of the surrounding 
villages, and » few days ago one case 
of a foreigner occurred among us: the 
case of man who has suffered from 
dysentery more or less for about two 
years, and hence was far from being 
‘strong or in a healthy condition. The 
doctor in charge at once ordered his 
patients away, with the result that all 
who were nervous or specially sensitive 
fat once took fright, and it is reported 
that over forty left one morning. It 
was a most unwise thing to do, for 
they are going into conditions and 
surroundings on the plain, among 
residences closely set together, and 
near a large city where the air is much 
less pure and bracing than here. 

Tt was even reported that there were 
from thirty to forty cholera cases in some 
of the nearer villages, whereas inquiry 
in the nearest village brought out the 
fact that in most of the near villages 
there have been as yet no cases, and 
only a dozen or twenty all told, includ- 
ing deaths and present cases in the 
village where it has been the worst.

THE BATTLE OF KINCHOW.

difficulty of arriving at settlements 
which shall be individually and relative- 
ly just to all. parties, is enormously 
increased. Under these circumstances 
a modus operandi must be found which, 
while not professing to be free from 
disadvantages, and in some cases what} 
may appear perhaps to be hardships, 
possesses the merit of being, on the 
whole, fairly equitable. 

The Commissioners thus arrive at the 
conelnsion that the “rule of thumb” 
hitherto applied of deducting one-third 
for betterment, operates with as little 
injustice as any method which could be 
uniformly applied under existing condi- 
tions—and in the uniform application 
of the Rale is to be found the means of| 
adjusting its apparent inequalities, as| 
the certainty of the termns of surrender} 
being known to both buyer and seller, 
each is in position to consider them 
in the negotiations for sale or purchase.

Departwental Report of the 

Superintendent of Parks and 
Open Spaces to the Municipal 

Engineer for Augast. 

The dry weather, which prevailed 
throughout the month, rendered the 
lawns and playing areas eminently 
suitable for all fornts of recreation which 
fas the heat was never excessive was 
freely indulged in, Where watering 
was attended to the drought had no 
Yctrimental effect on vegetation, whilst, 
‘conversely, by rendering the growth of 
bedding plants less succulent it was! 
conducive to the production of greater| 
foriferousness. Moreover, plants in 
flower not being subject to periodic 
battering down by rain were rendered 
more effective, particularly Oleanders 
hich rarely are seen in the same per- 
fection. ‘The most effective plant in 
flower particalarly en masse was Rud- 
beckia lacinata florepleno, a recently 
introduced species, which’ gives every 
satisfaction, providing a supply of eut 
flowers at a season when cut flowers are 
rather scarce. Helenium Autommnale, 
‘another yellow flowered composite in

‘Public Gardens.—The flower beds 
being all occupied, general maintenance 
constituted the chief employment here. 
‘Seeds of various plants including thirteen 
packets of seeds presented by the Fore- 
stery Department, Natal, were sown, 
spring flowering seedlings transplanted 
to small pots and the first batch of bulbs 

tted.

I quite agreo with your correspondent 
that an unnecessary panic was caused 
by the solitary case of cholera at Rocky 
Point. At tho same time, however, I 
‘am sure your correspondent will admit 
that there has been a good deal of| 
bowel disease during this season at the 
northern summer resort, both amongst 
adults and particularly amongst chil- 
dren, of whom I am informed no less 
than twenty-nine were down at one. 
time with dysentery at Rocky Point 
sickness is 
not the exhausted state in which un- 
doubtedly a good many people arrive. 
It is chiefly the utter want of co- 
operation in the way of sanitary 
measures. Night soil, garbage, in fact 
every household refuse, is deposited just 
where it suits people best, or thrown 
into pits insufficiently covered and with- 
out any watertight lining. from which 
owing to the porous uature of the 
ground the wells are sure to be con- 
taminated in the course of time. The 
hest proof for the above statement are 
the myrinds of flies with which every- 
thing at Peitaiho is covered and which 
make life there sometimes unbearable. 
I spoke with a good many. Peitaiho 
people about the above subject and 
they all agreed with me that somethin 
should be done in corpore as individ 
efforts are useless. But will eomething 
lw done? I doubt it very much unless 
some day there is a real epidemic at a 
place, which from every other point of 
view is ideal, anyhow the best health 
resort of the whole East.

THE TRAFFIC PROBLEM. 
To the Editor of the 
“Nonrn-Cmisa Dany News.”

Sin,—With 0 desire to help i 
solution of the “ Traffic Problem,” and 
in reference to the remark in your} 
leader of date, that, “it seems to be 
assumed by the owners of high speed 
vehicles that their superior pace entitles 
them to call upon slower conveyances 
to give way before them,” I ask if this 
assumption is not reasonable to a certain 
extent. 

I do not run a motor, but, as a 
Londoner, and a cyclist of some twenty 
years, I have had some experience of| 
‘the traffic in various classes of road. I 
find the difficulty here is that ricshas 
and carriages aro allowed to use the 
centre of the road to so great an extent, 
even when the rond is clear on their 
near side, that an overtaking vehicle 
hhas no room to_pass between their off 
side and the traffic coming in the other 
dirtetion. 


You may agree that, on any ordinary 
thoroughfare, it would’ be intolerable to 
make a rule that any traffic can only 
go as fast as the slowest. In Nanking 
Road the traffic comprises—even if you 
exclude motors—many varieties of 
speed ; carriages vary one from another, 
and from the ricsha, while a good 
ricaha will sometimes pass a carriage. 
‘And why not, if it can, and why should 
the slower vehicle be allowed to monopo- 
lize the centre of the road? For it 
should be borne in mind that if you 
pass a vehicle on its “near,” the 
wrong side, you do so at your own risk, 
and this affects a cyclist tore than any. 

Must one then, upon catching up 
with a carriage or ricsha which is in 
the middle of the road with nothing 
between it and the curb on its near 
side, keep behind it, because there 

no room between it and the stream 
of traffic coming the other way for you 
to pass ? 

I think the traffic here is always 
such that there is room for a faster 
vehicle to pass, if the vehi front. 
will only keep over to its near side, and, 
even in the E.C. streets of London 
there is no bar to * passing "-as such, 
if there is room, and traffic is directed 
to its near side. 

It would certainly be « hardship to 
make all traffic keep on the rough 
macadam sides of Nanking Road if 
there is room to use the wood pave- 
ment, but a little more consideration on 
the part of users of carriages and ricshas, 
and care on the part of the police to 
keep traffic from unreasonably occupy- 
ing the centre of the road, wonld 
obriate much of the trouble.

RAILWAY ACCIDENTS IN 

AMERICA. 

The telegram published in these 
columns yesterday morning, and record- 
ing an accident to the Chicago and 
Minneapolis flyer, in which eleven 
persons were killed and seven injured, 
lends additional point to an article by 
Mr. Carl S. Vrounan in MeClare’s 
Magazine. Mr. Vrooman makes 
out a startling mdictment against 
the railways of the States, Yearly, 
for the past four years, 10,000 
pereons have been killed, and 
80,000 mangled by American railroads, 
and perhaps the significance of these 
figures can best be understood by 























[computing that, upon this besis, more 
than 246 persons are killed or maimed 
daily. Mr. Vrooman alleges that at 
least sixty per cent of these accidents 
are inexcusable. He attributes them 
to bad organization, incompetency of 
employés, and the belief preva ent. 
‘among railway directors that ‘it 
costs less to pay for accidents than 
to prevent them.” Could it be 
shown that American railways earn avery 





narrow margin of profit the frequency | talked 


with which railway catastrophes occur 
‘would be better understood. But so far 
from this being the case dividends have 
increased by something like 200 per 
cent during the past ten years, and yet 
accidents are three times more common 
than in 1895. It would be interesting 
to know the death-roll of the American 
shunting yards. Some years ago an 
agitation was started in Great Britain 
for the introduction of automatic coup- 
lings, and it was argued that by this 
means the risk to milway servants 
employed in shunting operations would 
be very materially lessened. The ter- 
rible death roll in American yards 
seems to prove the contrary to be the 
case. tis noticeable that the C.P. R. 
has lately introduced a rule that, 
when it is necessary to adjust automatic 
couplings, the men employed in the 
work must not go between the cars, but 
must use poles for the purpose. 
It is an interesting, if somewhat 
ghastly, question, whether there is 
another country in the world where, one 
passenger is injured for every 70,655 
earried—as was the case in 1905 in 
America. Many reasons can be asign- 
‘ed for the frequency with which railway 
accidents occur in America. Railway 
tracks are said by exports to be badly 
laid and ballasted; the hours of labour 
extraot ly long; and owing to the 
immense length of the tracks the metals 
fare not as carefully watched and repair- 
ed as in the United Kingdom. But. 
the fact remains that many companies 
carn their Increased dividend:

DOCTORS, ALCOHOL AND 
TOBACCO, 


When rogues fall out, it has been 
said, honest men come by their own. 
But when the leading members of the 
medical fraternity disagree the ordinary 
public is apt to be bewildered. At the 
meeting of the British Medical Associa- 
tion, held at Exeter recently, there wore 
two subjects upon which there was very 
decided disagreement, to wit: the use of 
alcohol, and the effect of tobacco smok- 
ing. The controversy on the question 
of the use of alcohol has been in full 
swing for some months. The opponents 
and defenders of its use have given their 
reasons in print, and the ordinary man 
who hears one side declaim that alcohol 
in moderation is beneficial, while the 
other is equally positive that even a 
‘modicum of alcoholic liquor daily is 
harmful, has no alternative but to follow 
his own opinion—or inclination. Per- 
haps some optimistic natures hoped that 
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the question would be decided once and 
for all at the Medical Association's 
sittings, If so they were doomed 
to disappointment. Dr. Henry Davy, 
President of the intion, at 
breakfast given by the Science Com= 
mittee of the National Temperance 
League, threw bombshell into the 
midst of his hearers when he declared 
that most temperance societies and a 
large number of temperance advocates 
the most unscientific twaddle 

‘that was ever invented. He asserted 
that tea-drinking was frequently far 
more harmful than mild indalgenee in 
alcoholic liquors, and in his opinion a 
meal of cheese and bread and light beer 
was infinitely more scientific than giving 
children bread, tea and jam. He 
wound up with the admission that 
people ought not to drink half as much 
‘alcohol as they did. Dr. Davy’s speech 
provoked a great deal of dissent, and a 
discussion followed which only’ served 
to emphasize the fact that there is con- 
siderable difference of opinion among 
leading members of the profession. 
There was the same divergence when Dr. 
Tidswell of ‘Torquay introduced the 
subject of tobacco with a violent do- 
nunciation of the weed in all its forms. 
He contended that smoking could not 
be defended on scientific grounds, and 
animadverted strongly on the cigarette 
amongst growing boys. Because it was 
dangerous to health, and for the sake 
‘of the rising generation, he advised 
every adult to give up the use of 
tobacco, Dr. Drury of Halifax took 
up the endgels on behalf of smokers. 
and Dr. McWalter said that he had 
found that tuberculosis was lens com- 
mon amongst young patients who were 
smokers. Another doctor announced 
that he had always smoked to excess 
withont injuring hia health ; whether it 
would shorten his life or not he could 
not say until he was dead. As in the 
case of alcohol, no definite conclusion 
was reached by the opposing factions. 
Probably hoth sections were right from 
ir point of,view. The mistake lies 

in asserting that this or that. Inxury 
will be universally harmful. What in 
poison to one man, whore work is of & 
sedentary natare, may have a beneficial 
effect upon another, whose more strenu- 
ous calling endows him with greater 
physical strength. Moderation in all 
things seems to be the only safe rule, 
and if it had been more universally 
observed by our forefathers the evil effects 
of alcobol would not be s0 noticeable in

The Chinese Language and How to 
Learn it. wual for Beginners. 
By Sir Walter Hillier, x.c.0.0., c.0. 
Professor of Chinese, King’s College, 
London, formerly Chineso Secretary to 
H. M.'s Consul-General in Korea.

The ever increasing number of students, 
of the Chinese language and literature 
tre to be congratulated on the numerous 
volumes by competent Sinologues which 
have recently been published, making 
the acquisition of that language, 
with its undoubtedly formidable dif- 
ficulties, a much easier task than other- 
wise it would have been. The number 
‘of these volumes thus far is by no 
means in excess of what is required, for 
the Chinese language affords ample 
scope for diversity of treatment and 
the issue of new works, generally 
speaking, so far from doing away 
with the nsefulness of the older 
ones rather supplements them, in 
some eases adding what may be lack- 
ing, and in others Inying emphasis 
on things of importance which have not 
received sufficent attention, perhaps, 
‘at the hands of previous writers. Keep- 
ing this in mind it will be safe to say 
this volume, admirably adapted as 
it is to the for which it has| 
been prepared, will in no wise interfere 
with the usefulness and ity of 
the works by Wade, Baller, Mateer 
and others. 

‘The opening chapter consists of con- 
densed remarks on the written language 
with a few examples illustrative of 
various styles of Chinese composition. 
It is satisfactory to be assured in this 
connexion, after attention has been 
drawn to the obvious difficalties of 
‘Wenli, that the modern style of Chin- 
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ese composi ig 
ground, partly in consequence of the 
revised’ system of education, which is 
placing classics and poetry somewhat in 
the back ground, and also through the 
influence of the newspapers, which are 
now read by millions of people, is bring- 
ing a much simpler form of composition 
into vogue which can be read with com- 
parative ease. 

‘The main object of the volane, how- 
ever, is to meet the wants of army 
officers, missionaries, and young busi- 
ness men connected with trade interests 
in China, who wish to begin the study 
of Chinese before coming to this country. 
‘Theoretically, Chinese colloquial is not 
‘8 difficult language to acquire ; yet, 
after a careful consideration of the whole 
subject, the author is compelled to 
admit that the popular estimate of the 
supreme difficulty of the language is not 
far wide of the mark. ile there is 
no royal road to its acquisition, Sir 
Walter Hillier is certainly to be con- 

ulated on the way in which his 
work lessens tho difficulties that have 
to be met by students of this in- 
teresting and unique language. The 
carefully progressive exercises, 
which form the bulk of the book, bring 
into use about one thousand of the 
principal characters of the language. 
‘The Chinese text is not given with the 
English phrases but, what is certainly 
‘a new and happy ides, the literal trans- 
lation of the Chinese equivalent is 
placed opposite to each sentence. ‘This 
obviously is such a helpful device that 
the author's suggested apology that tho 
student should be called to feel his 
to Chinese througb the chant 
of “pidgin " English—for that is what 
it. practically smounts to—is quite 
uncalled for. The Chinese equivalent of 
these sentences is given in another part 
of the work, whilst the list of characters, 
printed in’ very bold type enabling 
the, in some cases, minute differences in 
their formation to be easily detected, will 
be much appreciated. The list of 
characters which have been selected as 
likely to be of the greatest general 
utility are placed at the bottom of each 
page and against each the transliteration, 
according to Wade's system of romaniza- 
tion, has been put, with the tone expres- 
sed in figures and the meaning most 
commonly attached to it. A list of 
the radicals, the table of sounds, and 
in index of characters arranged under 
their radicals, furnish the student with 
all that is needed for his preliminary 
studies, The introductory page, to- 
gether with the ine which aj 
pears on the cover of the book, are the 
work of H. E. Wang, the Chinese 
Minister in London.

‘passionate for excitement ; their parents 
belong to the older generation which 
has been accustomed to regard per- 
petual tranquillity on the parental acres, 
“and an eligible husband in the near 
future as the highest good of s 
woman's life.

Kuropatkin complained that he 
could not get information about the 
enemy but he never used his enormous 
cavalry force in order todo so.

A year is now on the eve of closing 
over the present unhappy state of 
thingy in the Pearl river—one-half of 
the entire time it took to bring to an 
end the Inte great and mourentous 
straggle with Russie—and at its close, 
matters look as far from settlement as 
ever.

TRADE OF CHINA. 
M1. 
EXPORTS. 

The value of the export of Chinese 
produce to foreign countries in the year 
1906 was not much more than half the 
value of the foreign import trade to 
China, but yet an increase was shown on 
the preceding year, the figures being: 
in 1906, Tls. 236,456,739; 1905, 
Ts. 227, 888, 197. Ten years ago the’ 
value of the export of Chinese produce 
to foreign countries was valued at Tls. 
163,501,358, and although the figures 
have been less than this total since, 
yet a steady development haa been 
‘shown from the year of the Boxer out- 
break. The importance of Hongkong ax 
a mart for Chinese goods is evidenced by 
the fact that for years the Crown Colony 
has been supplied with more than double 
the amount of Chinese products sent to 
‘any other foreign country or port. Last 
year, although the fignres for Hongkong 


were not so large as in either 1903 oF of 


1904, there was an advance on the pre- 
vious year, the total direct export from 
China to Hongkong in 1906 being Tls. 
82,740,427. The direct export to the 
Continent of Europe, Russia excepted, 
was Tis. 43,579,468 against Tis. 
36,013,088 in 1905. The direct export 
to Japan amounted to Ts. 33,304,931 
which was two million tsels less than 
the previous year and fonr millions less 
‘than in 1904. The United States of 
America and France each received over’ 
twenty-five millions of taels in Chinese 
products, Great Britain received thirteen 
millions, the Pacific ports of Russia ten 
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millions, Ttaly eight millions, Germany 
and Russian European ports five millions 
each. An increase of « million tacls 
was shown in the export to British 
India, but the goods sent to Great 
Britain were less in value by Tis. 
4,765,955 compared with the export in 
1905. The trade with France was far 
in excess of that of the previous year, 
while a much better market was found 
for Chinese goods in Russia, 

Shanghai leads the way as a port 
from which Chinese goods are shipped 
to foreign countries. ‘The value of the 





original export from the Customs 
ict of Shanghai daring 1908 
was Tis. 78,996,881 against Tis. 


72,104,246 in the previous year. In 
1904 the export from Shaoghai was 
valued at over eighty million taels. 
The export from Hankow last year 
amounted to Tls. 53,718,927, Canton 
Tis.

There are written acknowledg- 
ments of debt, bills of exchange and 
drafts, but » promissory note isnot a 
special term. [shall deal with this as 
1 written statement of indebtedness and 
not carrying with it any special lexal 
effects as to form, 

Mr. Home—It has no characteristics 
of a promissory note ax understood in 
English law. 

His Honour remarked that it was 
not his duty to nnderstand English 
law. Tt appeared to him just an ac- 
knowledgment of debt, not a promis- 
sory note.

‘Cross-examined—The honse at which 
acensed was arrested was a big one. 

Chow Kun-lao, a fruit seller, said 
he had sold fruit at the village.

Loh Sz-sze, « macaroni-seller, stated 
that he had seen accused at the tables 
often in the fourth and fifth moons. 
He saw him again on the 21st day of 
the sixth moon, Accused was the 
proprietor of these sheds. 

Cross-examined- ness had sold 
macaroni in the vicinity for two years. 
On the 21st day of the sixth moon ac- 
cused was followed by many men, but 
witness did not notice that they had 
swords. Witness had never been in 
trouble. 

William Moore, P.C. 35, said he was 
in Harbin Road Police Station when 
accused was brought in, with a number of 
swords, by # native detective. 

Sergeant Merrison said that he 
was in charge of Harbin Road Police 
Station. Detective Cha Fo-ping was 
not attached to his station. Witness 
had visited the spot where accused 
was arrested, in company with the 
detective.

Cross-examined—Witness had looked 
up the records but had only found cases 
against two of the witnesses for the 
prosecution, 

By the Conrt—Acensed had three 
houses to witness's knowledge, He had 
been conducting gambling for upwards 
of ten years. A warrant was issned 
for him early in the year. Witness had 
information that there were always 
armed men at the sheds. 

This concluded the evidence for the 
prosecution, 

The Court then adjourned until 9.30 
am, next day.

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AUSTRALIA’S 
PREFERENTIAL 
TARIFF, 
September 13. 


Ove subject of great inter- 
est was dealt with by Sir William 
Lyne, Commonwealth Minister of 
‘Trade and Customs, in the Budget 
speech which he made in the House 
of Representatives at Melbourne on 
August 8. It appears from the 
new tariff, which the Minister laid 
upon the table at the end of his 
speoch, that Australia has spontane- 
ously "introduced a scheme of 
preference in favour of Great 
Britain ; and though, perhaps, the 
terms ure less favourable somewhit 
than what would have been conceded 
if any reciprocity had been given 

still xomething has been accompl 
ed, and preference to British goods 
over all foreign manufactures is an 
accomplished fact. The Common- 
wealth, however, evidently does not 
wish to pose ax a philanthropic 
Government desirous of favouring 
Home goods at the expense of its 
own interests; and though Sir 
William Lyne — claimed that 
Australia wished to introduce pre- 
ference without bargaining in any 
way, still the new Tariff is admit- 
tedly more protectionist than 
preferential on the whole. It is 
estimated that the preference will 
affect the import returis to the 
extent of £1,250,000, while 
deals with 153 separnte items. 
At the first glance the new 
regulations do not appear to 
favour British goods to any yreat 
extent though the _ preference 
actually works out at an average of 
over eleven per cent. Indeed, in 
ome instances, British producers 
will pay a slightly increased duty. 
But there are two strong points in 
favour of the new scheme: the 
goods upon which the preference 
given include all the chief articles 
of import from Great Britain to 
the Commonwealth ; and Foreign 
exporters catering for the Australian 
trade will be required to pay a 
practically prohibitive duty. Dur- 
ing the last decade European 
manufacturers have secured a large 














percentage of the trade, for it 
appears that the proportion of 
‘Australian import trade. which ix 
in the hands of British firms, has 
fallen from 71.3 per cent. in 1891- 
95 to 58.3 per cent. in 1901-05; 
while that of foreign countries has 
risen from 17.1 per cent. to over 
28 per cent. And while anxious 
to promote local industries it is 
evident that the Commonwealth in- 
tends necessary purchases to be 
made ut Home. ‘The articles fa- 
voured, moreover, include all the 
staple lines of 
from Great Bri 
the other European countries and 
it ix improbable that Australian 
manufacturers will beable to meet. 
the demand for those goods for 

Recognizing 
the necessity for the various States 
to procure large supplies of small 
arms no duty is placed on British 
weapons, although strong agitation 
is being made to establish more 
small-arms factories in the State 
capitals. 

The following exumplex will 
illustrate the principal increases 
shown in the rate of duty, together 
with some of the reductions. But 
the fact must not be lost sight of 
thut an ad calorem duty is much 
more sutisfuctory to the manu- 
facturer than one of local valuations.

recover. Last month they gathered in 
thirty hodies right on the edge of the 
Bund. It cannot be said that this 
turning of a public walk into a common 
morgue is either pleasant or healthful 
for passers-by, and I cannot help feeling 
that an appeal should be made to the 
Chinese Taotai to stop the proceeding. 
If it is necessary that the bodies should 
be recovered in order that the natives 
of this or other districts farther down 
stream should not be haunted by the 
manes of the drowned men and women, 
surely such a grim form of salvage 
might be carried out at a less public 
place than directly opposite the Com- 
missioner’s honse.

SCHOOL BURNING. 

‘News has been received from T’aipa 
of a eehool burning whose festares are 
‘identical with those of the chapel burn- 























ing now 40 rare. The local gentry, 
or some of them, became dissatisfied 
with the returns obtained for money 
expended upon the school. Other 
causes of dissatisfaction with the 
establishment contributed; and the 
result was s riot. The school was 
broken into, books and uniforms burnt, 
‘and the teachers and scholars stoned. 
‘A feeble remonstrance was offered by 
the passers at hand at the time, but 

is was disregarded, and the tipao had 
beating for his pains. Of course 
there remains the reckoning, and the 
people will have to pay an indemnity. 
As throwing light upon the causes of 
dissatisfaction one should mention that 
not afew of the schools have already 
‘acquired ajbad reputation for interfering 
in lawsuits, Tn fact they are now graded 
first in the black list of institutions which 
‘encourage it, or connive at, or decline to 
discountenanee, or fail in suppressing 
such practices.

and bad foind defendant at his regular 
place of business, daily. ‘Bis thes | 
tas the person, according to the evidence 
of these creatures who had been calle? 
before the Court, who had been daity 
going to these gambling shops to collet 
money. A petition had been signed by 
yarions business men chiefly conceroal 
in the rice business, in which defendant 
was most actively concerned. The 
petition to the Court had been actually 
signed by eighteen honge and choppet 
by nine more, Twenty-seven rice hangs

He could be found 
there any day except during the two 
weeks he was at Pootoo. Defendant 
went to his relative's house and there, 
he would tell the Court, he was con- 
fronted by a gang of people who wished 
to extort money from him. This was} 
not the first time by many that attempts 
of extortion bad been made upon this 
man, Whether he was followed to the 
house or not counsel did not know, but 
probably he was. As soon as he arrived 
‘a gang of men tried to extort money 
from him and some of theso men 
were in the possesion of swords. 
While defendant was parleying 
with these men n detective came np 
and arrested him. Now counsel be- 
lieved he was correct in saying that 
‘Chu Loong-loong could not say whether 
when the detective come up, these 
loafers ran away or not. He certainly 
seemed to be under the impression that 
they formed part of the gang who ar- 
rested him; he was surrounded by alarge 
gang of people and taken to the police 
station. On the way to the police 
station a certain number of swords, 
which were no doubt. those produced in 
Court, wero placed in a ricsha, ‘The 
allegation of the prosecution was that 
‘Chu Loong-loong had surrounded him- 
self that morning at that honse to 
protect himself from arrest. “In the 
name of common-sense is that reason- 
ble,” asked counsel, *» man taking an 
armed gang to defend himself within 
the Settlement, at @ house which is 
patrolled every hour by the police ?

A. peti- 
tion was sent to the Taotai and the 
‘Magistrate instituted enquiries into 
witness's character and as a result the

Counsel handed in. certifigntes of
